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FOREWORD 


This record contains ali descendants, so far as known, of John 
Adam Friermouth. son of an English officer of that name, who came 
from England with his father, and settled at Barryfield, Ont. 

These comprise about 304 descendants. Following are partial 
records of the family of Mary Jane Smith who married Ephraim 
Kyes, son of Esther Friermouth (or Frimewood) ; of Jane Stratton, 
who married Daniel Smith, and of Rachel Stratton, who married 
Sumner Melvin. 

These last three partial records are of interest to -the Smith- 
Kyes, and Stratton-Melvin families only. 

In the following pages, John» Adam Frimemood, and all his 
descendants are given first, followed by Esther Frimewood Kyes 
and all her descendants, recorded by families, in order- of age. 
Where each name appears again, as the head of a family, it may 
be traced by the large number prefixed. The small number at the 
right of each name indicates the generation; as, Officer Friermouth' 
is the first of his family; John Adam Frimemood* is of the third 
generation. : 
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Emily Frimemood Sloper was born in Gananoque, Leeds Co., 
Ont., on Apr. 10, 1824, and was married to James Sloper in 1843. 
She is the eldest living descendant of the Friermouth family, and 
resides with her daughter, Mrs. Neely Johnson Judah, at Astoria, 
Ore. Alpheus Kyes, who died Dec. 10, 1916, was until that date, 
the eldest living descendant of Esther Frimewood Kyes, only sister 
of John Adam Frimemood. He was born on Mar. 22, 1824, at 
Lansdowne, Ont. Jee, CZ oy.

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INTRODUCTION 


The following brief history of most of the descendants of John 
Adam Frimemood and of Esther Frimewood, is compiled from 
records in the possession of Mrs. Fanny Kyes Robinson, of Ovid, 
Mich., and from material in many letters received from other mem- 
bers of the family. 

In her old age, Mrs. John Adam Frimemood removed the fam- 
ily record from the family Bible in order to keep it with her, and 
it was lost; so that the dates for some’ of her children who died in 
the fore part of the nineteenth centmry, are only toa be reached ap- 
proximately. However, nothing has been set down that has not 
been made reasonably sure by various comparisons. 

While this record is incomplete, the writer has published it in 
order to make sure of the available facts while the older members 
of the family, some of them in the nineties, are still with us to lend 
their assistance, and with the hope that some time the record will 
be carried further back, through reference to English War-records 
in Canada and England. 

~The earliest known member of the Frimemood, or Frimewood, 
family, in America, as the story is told by Mrs. Fanny Kyes Rob- 
inson, and corroborated by descendants of John Adam Frimemood, 
—was a British officer named Friermouth, the name afterwards be- 
ing converted variously into Frimemood and Frimewood by his 
descendants. This officer was stationed at Kingston, Ont., with 
his regiment. He brought with him from England a son John 
Adam, or Adam, and when the father returned to England, .the 
son remained in Barryfield, a suburb of Kingston, and married 
Mary Moore, of Welch parentage, an alliance which his father op- 
posed, and which apparently separated father and son. 

Adam and Mary Moore Friermouth had two children, named 
John Adam and Esther. Esther told her children that her mother, 
Mary Moore Friermouth, died when Esther was ten years old 
(1812) and her father died when she was six (in 1808). Adam 
was older than his sister by about two years, but no record of his 
birth date can be found. Esther Friermouth was born at, Barry- 
field, a suburb of Kingston, Ont., Aug. 9, 1802. Her brother was 
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probably born in the sane town, in 1800. Descendants of both 
lines state that the children were unhappily separated as orphans, 
Esther being brought up by an uncle. The children of John Adam 
Frimemood have heard him relate that property belonging to his 
sister and himself was diverted to the use of others during his 
childhood, and papers which were in his father’s possession which 
would haye established their rights, were accidentally burned by 
the mother, Mary Moore Fyiermouth. His daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Munk, says this property was largely in Georgia, and that Adam 
Friermouth, the officer's son, was a slave holder. Mrs. Adelia 
Lathrop says Adam Friermouth was on his way to Georgia to es- 
tablish his claim, when he sickened and died. 


Mrs. Mary Munk relates that, disliking the Canadian custom 
of publishing banns for three Sundays preceding a marriage, young 
John Adam Frimemood and his bride Lovina Losee, crossed the 
St. Laurence River in company with two other couples, and were 
married by a Baptist minister on the U. S. side, returning to 
Canada the same evening. 


But little can be told with authority now, about the childhood 
of the two orphans, John Adam and Esther, nor is it known just 
when the change from the spelling Friermouth to Frimemood be- 
came established. Esther told her children she was taught to read 
by her godfather in the fort at Barryfield, which indicates that they 
were brought up in the faith of the Church of England. Mrs. 
John Nuttall, of South Lake. Leeds Co., Ont.. was a half-aunt to 
John Adam and Esther, and the wife of an English soldier. She 
visited her niece after Esther was married, telling her the greater 
part of what she knew about her people. Esther inherited some 
property shortly after her marriage.* 





*Footnote—(Another great-aunt of her own, whom Mrs. Fanny Robinson 
recalls, was Mrs. Betsey Trickey of Escotr, Ont., Hutchinson Twp, If ts not 
clear that she was a sister of Mrs. Nuttall. nor, since Mrs, “Nuttall was “halt- 
aunt” to the orphans, whether it was the officer or his wife whe was twice 
married. Mrs. Nuttall’s children were Robert, Hannah Nuttal! Cunningham, 
Joba. George, Elizabeth Nuttall Galloway, William, Sarah Anderson, and Mary 
Nuttall, This information ts for the use of the future historian.) 
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Esther's brother, John Adain Frimemood. and his wife remained in 
Canada for some years. All their children except the two younger 
daughters, Martha Adelia and Mary M., were born there. They 
removed first to New York state, then to Ohio, and finally to Lowa, 
where John Adam Frimemood built a home on the banks of the 
river two miles from Big Rock, lowa, and with a turning lathe, 
carried on the manufacture of chairs and other articles. It appears 
that the family reached Iowa about the year 1845. 
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COMPLETE RECORD 


1. An English officer named Friermouth, who was stationed at 
the fort at Barryfield, suburb of Kingston, Ont. It is unknown 
whom he married, or whether he had other children than his son 
Adam. Adam at least had a half-sister Mrs. John Nuttall. The 
officer is said to have returned to England. 

2. Adam, or John Adam Friermouth*, (son of the British of- 
ficer friermouth',) who came from England with his father and 
remained, marrying against his father’s wishes, a beautiful Welch 
girl named Mary Moore. As the record of this marriage was not 
found, on investigation of the Church of England archives at Bar- 
tyfield and of the Cathedral at Kingston, it is possible they crossed 
the St. Lawrence, and were married in New York state, as was their 
son, in after years. The recollections of Mrs. Mary Munk and 
Mrs. Lathrop indicate that they possessed property, including a 
plantation and slaves, in Georgia near Savannah. As has been 
stated, the father is said to have died on his way to Georgia, but 
the mother of the two children died in Canada, in Leeds or Fron- 
tenac Co., and the orphans were brought up there by relatives. 

Esther Frimewood Kyes told her daughter that Adam Frier- 
mouth died in 1808 and his wife died in 1812.

He was married in New York state, crossing the 
St. Lawrence with his bride, to avoid the Canadian custom of pub- 
lishing banns. As their first child was born in Gananoque, Leeds 
Co., it is probable this was their first home. After the birth of 
their seventh child, James Losee, they moved to New York state, 
where they remained several years. They then removed to Ohio, 
remaining there one year, finally settling in lowa at Big Rock, not 
far from Davenport, building a home near the river, and manv- 
facturing chairs and other articles. The fine Christian character 
of John A. Frimemood inspired in his children a reverent love for 
their father. “His Bible was read from cover to cover, many 
times.” For several years a weakness of his eyes kept him in a 
darkened room. During these years he was attended by his daugh- 
ter Esther Marler and her husband. In his eighty-first year, a fall 
down the cellar stairs so injured him that he died after a week's 
patient suffering. He was interred in the Big Rock cemetery, beside 
his daughter Mary’s first husband, John A. M. Hall. He was sur- 
vived by his wife for many years. She made her home successively 
with her daughter Mary at Naponee, Nebr., and with her daughter 
Esther at Alliance, Nebr., where she died, Apr. 15, 1898, aged g2 
years, 6 months.

He brought his family on the last trip in the fall 
of ’49.. They arrived at Salt Lake City, Utah, the next day after 
the Mountain Meadow Massacre, and the men of his company 
helped bury the dead. : 

On their arrival in California they lived in the “Old Fort’ at 
Sacramento City for two years. Mary Ellen Moore was married 
in 1856 at the age of fourteen to Wm. Sanders who was born Jan. 
11, 1832, in Penn., and died Oct. 10. 1888. He was a general 
merchandise merchant in Campo Sego. Cynthia Laura Sanders was 
their eldest child. She had the distinction of having a ‘gold shower” 
from the miners of Camp Sego, and was worth several hundred’ 
dollars when but a few hours old. The famous outlaw, “Three 
Fingered Jack” and his gang, attended one of the camp balls at 
which the baby’s parents were present, ‘one night, and while hus- 
bands and lovers were lined up against the wall at pistol points. the 
outlaws forced the ladies to dance with them. 

Laurence MI. Sloper died of tuberculosis at Sweetwater, Nolan 
Co., Tex., on April 6, 1886. His widow married Dixon Stephen 
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Shattuck on Apr, 30, 1890, in Ukiah, Cal. Mr. Shattuck was born 


Sept. 3, 1854, in Sonoma Co., Cal. He has followed dairying for 
over forty years.

She had an only brother, John Adam, two years older than her- 
self. Her father died when she was six, and her mother when she 
was ten years old, leaving her to be unhappily brought up by an uncle, 
from whom her brother took her away as soon as he was able. Noth- 
ing is known to the writer of their relatives near Kingston, save that 
they had a half-aunt, Mrs. John Nuttall, and an aunt, Mrs. Betsey fine 
Trickey, previously mentioned in the record of John Adam Frier- 
mouth. Her mother, Mary Moore Friermouth, was of Welch des- 
cent, unable to read English, and so unknowingly burned Adam 
Friermouth’s papers, proving his claim to property. One of his des- 
cendants says that Adam Friermouth had just come from his Georgia 
plantation, and another says he was just on a journey to claim it, when 
he sickened and died. If the latter is correct, he probably was not 
buried near Kingston. The property question was evidently not set- 
tled ‘during the lifetime of his beautiful Welch wife. who died tour 
years later. 

Esther Friermouth was taught to read by her godfather at the 
fort near Kingston, as she told her daughter, Fanny Kyes Robinson. 
Her grandfather, the English officer, is said to have returned to Eng- 
land and is not known to have communicated with the relatives who 
brought up the children. Mrs. Robinson says her mother received 
some property soon after she was married (probably when she became 
of age) which property Mrs. Robinson believes was in Georgia. She 
was married about 1819, to Ephraim Kyes, who was a son of Asahel 
and Sarah Mosier Kyes. * Asahel Kyes, the earliest member of the 
Kyes family of whom we have record, was a soldier in the British

The law at that time gave all property to che oldest sua, but 
Ephraim shared equally with his brothers, the 400 acres of land. 

The greater part of his life he spent on the same farm. On the 
day of his burial, a neighbor said, “In the forty years I have lived by 
Mr. Kyes, I have never known him to do a dishonorable act.” “I have 
always thought that we could be justly proud,” writes Mrs. Fanny 
Kyes Robinson, “for our mother was just as honorable.”
